President Makes Report to 
Congress on Lease-Lend 
Transfers 


(By Anaoclntert Pro**) 
WASHINGTON. June ll.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, reporting that “a 
little over $75,000,000’’ of defense 
materials 
have 
been 
transferred 
under the lease-lend law. told con­ 
gress today "we will help Britain 
to outstrip the Axis powers in mu­ 
nitions of war ’’ 
“And we will see to it,” the 
President emphasized, “that these 
munitions get to the places where 
they can be effectively used to 
weaken and defeat the aggressors.” 
Methods Not Mentioned 
He made no mention of methods 
to be used to insure delivery. 
It was the chief executive’s first 
report to the legislators on the 
progress of the gigantic program 
to supply arms to Britain, China 
and “the other democratic nations.” 
The 
lease-lend authorization 
bill 
was .signed three months ago today. 
How much of the $75,000,000 went 
to Britain and lvow much may have 
been transferred to other nations 
was not indicated, 
“We have supplied and we will 
supply,” 
Mr 
Roosvelt 
declared, 
“planes, 
guns, 
ammunition, 
and 
other defense articles in ever In­ 
creasing quantities to Britain, China 
and other democracies resisting ag­ 
gression.” 
The report itself showed that of 
the transfers of war supplies al­ 
ready made, the greatest, portion of 
$75,202,425 was for “water craft, 
etc.", to a total of $26 183,193, with 
ordnance including arms and mis- 
rpnanrouK

$20,580,109. 
Aircraft was down for $4,028 296 
The 
figures did 
not represent 
actual post of the weapons of war. 
Some were approximations of value 
after depreciation, obsolescence and 
deterioration were taken into ac­ 
count. 
Exports Rising Stead My 
And while the total was relatively 
small. Mr. Roosevelt noted that ex­ 
ports of war goods to Britain had 
risen steadily since September, 1939, 
when European nations began their 
conflict, 
His report Itself covered ship­ 
ments for the period from March 
ll to May 31, but in tin* first five 
months of this year, the President 
said. Britain was sent 12 times as 
many platies and IO times as many 
aircraft engines as In the first five 
months of 1940 
“Relatively more and more heavy 
bombers and medium bombers ara 
being sent." he said. 
Mr Roosevelt also said this coun­ 
try has sent 17 times as much in 
dollar va’ue of explosives over the 
first four months of the year and 
90 times as much in dollar valu­ 
ation of firearms and ammunition 
in the first four months of 1941, 
compared 
with 
the similar 
1940 
period. 
The report showed that out of a 
$7,000,000,000 appropriation for aid 
to countries battling the Axis pow­ 
ers. more than $4,200,000,000 have 
been allocated for specific use. There 
was $1,938,833,489 for aircraft and 
aeronautical material.

But the main thing is now that it 
has been resolved. President Roosevelt declared that 
woik stoppages were intolerable in his declaration of 
an unlimited emergency. His dec.aration was defied. 
He had no choice but to list* federal troops to prove 
that he meant what lie said. The overwhelming m a­ 
jority of the people the overwhelming majority of 
unionists are behind the President, 
Who or what 
the work-stopping minority is behind is of secondary 
importance now. 
It is not the United States of 
America. 


BRITAIN'S NEXT TO THE LAST STAND 
It is not reassuring to be reassured about Great 
Biitain's chances in Syria and the eastern Mediter- 
raneati area. 
The reassurances are reminiscent of 
similarly hopeful statements about the prospects In 
the middle Mediterranean, about Yugoslavia, and 
Gi’e w , and more recently Crete. Perhaps the British 
ran hold Suez, but tn view of their previous failures 
to Ugh! anything except costly rear-guard actions 
the odds have lengthened. 
Britain's defeats, starting with the retreat across 
the channel from Dunkirk, all have been costly. Not 
alf the cost has been measured in lives and equip­ 
ment lost, either. There has been a tremendous sacri­ 
fice of prestige. There even has been, according to 
signs of unrest reported in the United Kingdom, it­ 
self, a considerable sacrifice of 
confidence.

British sti’l believe they can make their enemies pay 
dearly for all success, but they are not certain they 
can avert success. 
Thus, if the last stand in the Mediterranean— 
and th at’s what it is—should be made at the expense 
oi valuable naval units, the game scarcely could be 
held worth the candle.

planes. Suez is worthless, except as a back door for 
supplying the army in Africa, In view of the fact 
Hie battle for control of the Suez area is Britain’s 
last stand on the continent and its next to the last 
stand in the war, defeat would be an unprecedented 
blow to morale.

The fever usually attacks young 
adults, those who go into woods, 
and these are tile ones who es­ 
pecially should consider preventive 
vaccination. In children the fever 
assumes the form of paralysis and 
Is probably caused by a tick that 
has been feeding on a chfld for 
five or six days. 
The tick may be found anywhere 
on the body but is usually dis­ 
covered on the scalp, arm pit, groin, 
or behind the ear.

such os tularemia. Colorado tick 
fever (which is mild) and relaps­ 
ing fever. 
The germ of most of 
these diseases lies dorm ant in the 
body of many wild or semi-wi'd 
animals, rabbits, game birds, squir­ 
rels and other rodents. These are 
the hosts or reservoirs of the tick 
diseases.
